The Agency, in accordance with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act 
(FIFRA), as amended, has completed reviewing all of the information submitted with your 
application to support the reregistration of the above referenced product in connection with the 
Butoxypolypropylene Glycol (Stabilene) RED, and has concluded that your submission is 
acceptable. The label referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under FIFRA, 
as amended, is acceptable. 

NOTE:  This product is not yet being reregistered under section 4(g) of FIFRA.  

Please note that the record for this product currently contains the Confidential Statements of 
Formulation (CSFs) listed below.

Only spray in a well ventilated area. 
 
Except when treating horses and ponies, do not enter or allow others to enter treated area until 
vapors, mists and aerosols have dispersed, and the area has been thoroughly ventilated. 
 
Except when applying to horses and ponies, do not apply this product in a way that will contact 
workers or other persons either directly or through drift. 
 
Except when applying to horses and ponies, only protected handlers may be in the area during 
application. 
 
 
Not for use on horses or foals intended for slaughter. 
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Not for use in farm structures or buildings housing food producing animals or poultry, or in milk 
rooms. 
 
Do not allow product to contact animal’s eyes, nose mouth, or sores during application. 
 
Do not use on foals under 12 weeks old.

It provides a protective 
hair coating against flies while imparting a high sheen to the hair when brushed out. 1 to 2 
ounces per head per day gives adequate protection. Apply by either a soft cloth or fine mist 
spray. 
 
USE TO WIPE ON: First brush animal to remove excess dirt and dust. Moisten (but do not wet 
to the point of dripping) a soft cloth and rub over the hair. It is best to apply by rubbing against 
the hair growth. Give special attention to the legs, shoulders, shanks, neck and facial areas where 
flies are most often seen. 
 
Only a light application is required. Avoid using an excessive amount on your horses. Do not wet 
skin. 
 
After application, brush out thoroughly to bring out bright sheen on the coat. Repeat daily as 
required. 
 
USE AS A SPRAY: Final Fly-T may be applied as a fine mist spray to stable area and over and 
around stabled horses for fast paralysis and kill of flies. Do not wet horses skin or exceed two 
ounces per application.
